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Continuation of 5. The Applicant, on page 3 of the remarks received on 08/23/2004, argues that cited reference McConnell fails to 
disclose indication that replenishment will take place during an interactive session. Examiner disagrees, (see col. 15, lines 33-37). As 
previously mentioned, the interactive session of the replenishment network 138 with the whole network of figure 4 through Calculation 
Engine 130, regarding tracking the balance of the subscriber is clearly independent of the communications between the mobile stations 
and the communication network. In addition, (see col. 2, lines 17-24; col. 5, lines 1-11; col. 21, lines 29-41), McConnell clearly indicates 
that the replenishment independently takes place during a call. 
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
